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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 9. 14 - 20 and 25 - 32 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art of record does not teach or suggest the limitations of the claims. 
The prior art does not teach or suggest transmitter and receiver modules coupled first 
and second gains and first and second low pass filters with respective connections. 

Shirosaka, Watanabe and Alford show a connector module where Watanabe 
additionally shows a transmitter/receiver module (TR - Fig. 18) connected to associated 
coupling circuitry and where Alford also shows separate transmit and receive modules 
(Fig. 1) but the prior art references do not teache or suggest first and second gains 
and/or low pass filters and respective connections. Alford shows a coupled circuit 
adapted in an aerospace vehicle.
